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Re Plans and Movements, — King 


Edward has been favoured with real King's 

weather during the week, the greater part of which 

has been spent in and about Naples. The King 

has made his headquarters on board the Royal 
yacht, where many distinguished visitors included the 
Queen of Portugal and her two sons. Lord Rosebery 
and the British Ambassador have been entertained. 
Frequent runs ou shore to places of interest in the 
neighbourhood of Naples have varied the King's itine- 
rary, and -the people everywhere have accorded their 
august visitor the heartiest receptions. On April 29 
His Majesty visited the Pope at the Vatican, His Emi- 
nence having sent a cordial invitation through Cardinal 
Rampolla. The visit was preceded by a grand review of 
troops and a luncheon at the British Embassy. May 1 
witnesses the arrival of King Edward in France, where, 
despite the fulminations of a certain section of the 
so-called Patriotic Press, His Majesty is certain. of 
an enthusiastic welcome. A squadron of French men- 
of-war has been ordered to salute the King on his 
arrival at Cherbourg, and a specially organised review 
at Vincennes is being arranged by the Minister of 
War. It. is announced that President Loubet will visit 
England in July, and the King of Italy is expected to be 
in London during the same month. Queen Alexandra, 
who has been in Denmark since the end of March, returned 
to London last Friday. Her Majesty looked exceedingly 
well, and after a brief visit to the Prince and Princess of 
Wales at Marlborough House on Saturday journeyed down 
to Sandringham for the week-end. 


Death of & Cabine: Minister. — The Right 
Hon. R. W. Hanbury, President of the Board -of 
Agriculture and a member of Mr, Balfour's first Cabinet, 
died at his London residence on Tuesday morning. ‘The 
deceased gentleman, who was M.P, for Preston, travelled 
to town from his constituency a week ago and contracted 
an attack of influenza, which subsequently developed into 
pneumonia shortly afterwards. The right hon. gentleman, 
who was born in 1815, first entered Parliament as member 
for Tamworth in 1872. 


The Somali War.—News was received during the 
week from Somaliland, vid Berbera, that Colonel Cobbe, 
after repelling an attack from the forces of the Mullah, in 
which Captain Chichester was killed, determined to ‘retire 
vn Galadi, About the same date—A pril 17 --Captain Olivey 
was also. attacked, whereupon General Manning sent 
Colonel Plunkett to his assistance, but the two parties were 
attacked and overwhelmed by 12,000 of the enemy in a 
general charge, only 41 survivors escaping, and the gallant 
Colonel with most of his officers being cut down.

The Financier and the Lady.—The remarkable 
case arising out of the alleged theft of a purse containing | 
£A and two bills of the face value of £1600 from Mr. John | 
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Robert Pilling. a financier, residing at the-Savoy Hotel, 
ended at the North London Sessions this week in the 
acquittal of the three women "who were charged with 
invading Mr. Pilling's apartment at midnight and annex- 
ing his property after he had escaped from the room in his 
night attire. Counsel described the scene, which has already 
been recorded in these columns, and stated that Mr. Pilling 
a married man of great respectability, position, anc 
property, frequently visited this country to transact busi- 
ness. While staying at the hotel he made the acquaintance 
of a Mrs. Ellis, who said she was the wife of a captain in 
the Russian Navy. She spoke of a relation of hers, 
Judge Andrews, and Mr. Piling entrusted certain papers 
to her to hand to the Judge, who, he understood, had 
undertaken to recover for him £10,000 inves by his syn- 
dicate. He also gave Mrs. Ellis sums of money to cover 
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expenses. Later, he thought he saw an intention to levy 
blackmail, and when the lady came to his room at midnight 
he declined to see her. In cross-examination Mr. Pilling 
said he had no receipt for the money advanced. He denied 
negotiating for a house in Park Lane for Mrs. Ellis, but 
admitted writing to her as “ My dear," and signing the 
letters ** With love, John That, he explained, was owip: 
to an arrangement suggested by Mrs. Ellis, who made it a 
condition that business should never be mentioned iu corre- 
spondence. The prosecutor having further intimated that 
he had accompanied Mrs. Ellis to a theatre and dined with 
her alone, the jury stopped the case and formally acquitted 
the lady and her two friends, who had been jointly charg. d 
with complicity in the affair. 


Ramsgate Fxplosion.—At Ramsgate the inquest, 
adjourned since last February, was resumed on William 
Henson, a young man well known in local football circles, 
who was killed by an explosion at his mother's house. 
Samael Henson, father of the deceased lad, was present in 
court under the supervision of police officers, and in reply 
to the. coroner said he did not wish to say anything just

In his cell the fullowing’day the prisoner nttempted 
to commit suicide by dashing his head with great violence

his head was swathed in bandages, and he appeared to be 
in a very weak condition.

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Modena, which was re erred to in these columns last week, 
was more fully unfolded before the Portsmouth magis- 
trates on Monday, when William Brown, a slightly built, 
pieasant-looking young man, was charged with having 
caused a false entry to be made in the marriage register on 
Dee. 19 last. Lady Scott, mother of the Countess, said 
her daughter first made the prisoner's acquaintance last 
June. e was introduced in the name of Captain Archí- 
bald Stewart, and said he was a Hoyal Prince of the 
Austrian family, but wished his affairs kept quiet, as 
otherwise he would jeopardise a fortune of £8000 a year 
which he was to get in April. Thoroughly believing the 
postes statements, her Ladyship continued, she gave 
er consent to the marriage, and her daughter and Brown 
lived man and wife until Dec. 25, when the Countess 
remo Maidenhead, Brown leaving her on the way to 
go to Datchet. 
Jan. 3 or 4 Lady Scott learned who he really was from the 
seeretary of a West-End club. After formal evidence 
ofthe marriage had been given, Charies Brown, coach- 
man, of Frimley, said the prisoner was his son, and 
was twenty-eight years of age on the 12th of this 
month. It was not true that his name was Athrobald 
Stuart de Modena, and he, the witness, was not a Royal 
Prince, Thomas Davis, farmer, of Blackwater, Hants, 
having stated that he had known the accused as an indoor 
servant for many years, and was, in fact, his godfather, 
the prisoner, who reserved his defence, was committed for 
trial at the Winchester Assizes, to be held next June, 1t 
may be stated that although a false entry may have been 
made in the register, the marriage is none the less legal 
&nd binding on that account. 


Jew-Baiting in Rüssia.—Further news is to hand 
of serious anti-Semitie rioting in Russia. At Kischineff, 
the mob wreécked the whole Jewish quarter, sacking stores 
and shops, and shooting and benting those who resisted. 
Thousands of Jews in the district are now liumeless and 
destitute. 


Comedian's Terrible Deed.—Mr. “ Watty” 
Allen, a music-hall comedian, shot himself in Kennington 
last week, after firing at and wounding his wife and a 
Mr. Frank Leo, well known as a music hall song-writer. 
Mrs. Allen, who is known on the variety stage as Miss 
Sable Fern, had been living apart from her husband for 
some time, and he seems to have been possessed of the 
idea that therelations between his wife and ‘Mr, Leo were 
not merely those of business. Mrs. Allen and Mr. Leo 
were only slightly wounded by the revolver-shots, but 
suffered severely from the effects of shock. 


Dead Rats at Sixp*nce a-Head. — In Pieter- 
mari'zburg to-day dead ruts are being bought by the 
Municipality at sixpence a-head. This is a protective 
measure taken as the result of the plague having made its 
reappearance there and at the port of Durban, - This tempt- 
ing payment has caused. most of the Kaffirs to throw up 
other work and go rat-hunting, as a result of which 
they may be seen daily going to the Town Hull 
with their victims strung on sticks, to facilitate the 
counting. The plague first made its appearance in 
Cape Town about three years ago, having been brought 
from India in ships, and has been directly traceable to the 
rats which get on board by means of the mooring-ropes 
when the steamer is in port. To prevent this recurring, 
all ropes connected with the shore are’ now furnished with 
what may best be described as large metal saucers, through 
the centre of which the rope passes. This obstscle no rat 
can overcome. Other drastic measures are being taken, 
although it involves destruction of property. ‘The first 
sign of a fresh outbreak is dead rats, probably in a soft 
goods store; in twenty-four hours there may be several 
dead Katlirs in that store-—dead from plague. The whole 
building and its contents are then.burnt to the ground, 
and all other Kaffirs who have been in contact with the 
victims placed in «an isdlation camp under medical 
supervixion.

get it, add one teaspoonful of borax to one gallon 
of warm water, in which you can bear to place 
your hands comfortably—not any hotter. Next 
dissolve in this water a heaped tablespoonful of 
soup jelly. First wash the blouses in this, and 
then in fresh suds mixed in the same way. 
Afterwards rinse in two lots of water of the | 
same heatvas the suds, to which a little borax, | 
but no soap, has been added. Coloured blouses | 
must never be allowed to soak in water, but! 
be washed as quickly as possible, and blouses

dry in a windy, but not a sunny place, and they 
should be spread out as much as possible.

T* oldest singing master. in the world is 


Manuel Garcia, who has jüst completed his 

ninety-seventh year. He was also the in- 

ventor of the laryngoscope, the value of 
which in treating ailments of the throat is fully 
recoguised by vocalists and the medical pro- 
fession. Born in"Madrid, March 17, 1805, he 
commenced his artistic career early, and in 1825 
went to America, after which he remained for 
some time in Paris. Hequitted the stage in 1829, 
and devoted himself to teaching, and, wonderful 
to relate, he is still à professor at the Royal 
Academy of Music. Many celebrated vocalists 
were pupils of his, the most renowned being 
Jenny Lind. The name of Garcia has for nearly 
a century been famous on the operatic stage. 


“The Nibelungen, Ring," Waguer’s most 
famous work—or series of works—commenced 
its first cycle at the Royal Opera, Covent Garden, 
on Monday last. At present we can only speak 
from witnessing a dress-rehearsal, which gave 
promise of a magnificent representation. Origin- 
ally produced at Bayreuth in 1876. under the 
direction o. Dr. Richter, it was first seen in 
London at the old Her Maiesty's Theatre in 
1882. Then it was generally ,greeted with 
amazement mingled with amusement, and one 
of the most distinguished critics wrote in a very 
satirical vein of the ''Ring.' But now the 
genius of the composer has conquered the entire 
world of music, and the work `s regarded as a 
masterpiece. Certainly we have heard nothing 
finer in music than some portions of the 
“Ring.”

younger members of the craft. A sure sign that a pigeon is 
out of sorts—I inay tell my Dullingham correspondent—is 
that it is mopish and spiritless. The eye is dull and heavy, 
the plumage deranged, loose, and soft; the mouth loses its 
brightness, and at times is slimy and sticky ; the appetite is 
bad or variable, digestion impaired, and voice thick and 
inactive. In some cases the nostrils are moist, the breathing 
laboured, the joints swollen, or there may be deposits in the 
mouth, throat, or other parts. 


Japonica, 


According to that excellent authority Gardening Ilus- 
trated, japonica, of all the medium-sized shrubs ever 
brought to this country, is the most beautiful, precious,

and hardy. The wild or original form deserves all these 
terms, but when we think that this type has broken into a 
number of beautiful colours, with scarcely a bad one 
among them, and varying almost infinitely from rose to 
salmon-pink and creamy white, it is difficult to over- 
estimate its value. It is hardy as a crab and thrives 
almost anywhere, but flowers best on warm soils. It is 
often trained on walls, which is by no means necessary in 
the South, so that people do not see its full natural grace, 
except, perhaps, on a neglected house or cottage, growing 
away from the wall. In warm, soils, it is best to 
make a up of it on a sunny bank. All these teautiful 
things do not, like so many rarities, hothouse and green- 
house plants, cost much money to get, but are within 
everybody's reach, being grown in many nurseries in 
England and on the Continent in great variety. Just now 
it is in its prime, at all events in Sussex.
